CABINET RESIGNS. 


Unexpectedly tbe Azcarraga Cabi- 


net Throws Up the Sponge to 


Accommodate the Queen. 


HER MAJESTY ACCEPTS RESIGNATION 


Much Excitement Over the New Turn 


of Affairs in| Spain — Sagasta 


May Be Called to Form' 


a Cabinet. 


Madrid, Sept. SO.—To the complete 


surprise of all tbe Madrid ministerial cri- 
sis oame a day earlier than was expected. 
Azoarraga and his cabinet handed tbeir 
resignations to tbe queen tbls afternoon. 


Azcarraga last night had a two hours' 


conference with Glduayen, president of 
tbe senate, and-with tbe Duke of Tetuan, 
and today at noon Azuarraa visited the 
queen and had a long conference with 
her. 


It is supposed in this conference Azonr,- 


raga clearly explained tbe situation to 
the queen, including tbe note from Mln- 
[jter Woodford, nnd that he then declared 
tbe cabinet was ready to resign in order 
to allow tbe queen a free hand In tbe mat- 
ter. 


Shortly after bis Interview with the 


queen Azoarraga bud another lone con- 
ference with Eduayon and Tetuan and be 
subsequently summoned nattily a cabinet 
council for 6 o'clock. 


In tbe meantime Miniate? Woodford 


visited Azcarraga and bis visit was much 
commented upon 
He also bad a long 


conference with tbe Duke of Tetnan and 
with tbe president of the senate. 


Ibe cabinet council lasted only 20 min- 


utes Azcarraga then drove to tbe royal 
palace and banded to tbe queen tbe resig- 
nations of tbe whole cabinet. They were 
accepted by the queen, who announced 
ber intention of consulting Sagasta and 
tbe leaders of tbe other parties and tbe 
presidents of the chambers, and they have 
)een summoned to Madrid.

ffmiefT of One •* Europe'* Most FH- 


moiM Women—ko»t Her Reason 


About tlie Time Her H»»l»»n<l 


Lost Hi» Life. 


Carlotta, ex-empress of Mexico, is so 


dangerously ill that her death is feared 
at any moment, says a recent cable- 
gram from Brussels.' 
Marc Charlotte Amehe Aug-uste Vic- 


toire Clementine Leopoldine, former 
empress of Mexico, and daughterof Leo- 
pold I., king of the Belgians, was born 
June 7, lbj.0, and iwa& married July 27, 
3S57, to the ill-fated Maximilian, after- 
wards emperor of Mexico, who -n as tried 
and ehot on June 19,1867. 


Maximilian, in. the midst of his 


troubles in 1SGG, sent the empress to 
Paris with instructions to ask Napoleon 
in. for more effectual aid, but she 
Sfailed entirely in her mission, and pro 
ceeued to Italy, where her reason gave 
•way in consequence of the troubles she 
bad already undergone and in view ol 
those she foresaw for her husband/ 
The unfortunate woman was eventual- 
ly removed to a place in Belgium. 
' Since the strange and unexplained 
destruction by fire of the gloomy cha- 
teau in which she was formerly con- 
fined, where she was only rescued with 
the utmost difficulty, she has been im- 
jprisoned in the chateau of Bouchant 
,-within an hour's drive of Brussels, the 
park being surrounded by a lofty wall 
Queen Victoria, who is her aunt; the 
late Due d'Aumale, who was her uncle; 
the empress of Austria, whp is her sis- 
ter-in-law; and her brother-in-law, the 
Jater Archduke Charles Louis, frequent- 
ly made endeavors to see her, but were 
invariably refused permission to do so 
by King Leopold, a course which natur 
ally excited much animosity against 
him. as well as distrust at the courts ol 
Windsor and Vienna. 


The death of the archduchess will 


lead to still furt' •• bitterness to King 
Leopold and t!.e ioi"ning houses ol 
Austria, for as a widow t-Tthe second 
brother of Emperor Francis Joseph 
Charlotte has been a membei of th« 
Hapsburg family, and as such a large

Napoleon was forced, how- 


ever, to withdraw his army under Mar- 
shal Bazaine from Mexico by n threat 
of war on the part of the United States, 
and, thus deserted, 
Maximilian was 


driven from his throne. His w ife has- 
tened to Europe, where she inv okcd in 
vain the assistance of Xapoleon and ol 
Hus IX. It was while with the latter 
that she received the news of her hus 
band's execution, nnd temporarily lost 
her reason, absolutely refusing to leave 
the prhitc apartments of the pontiff 
until removed by force.

When we consider 
that some counterfeiters can fo clev erlj 
imitate genuinemoney that their spuri- 
ous motes will circulate throughout th< 
lountrj without detection, and are not 
discovered until they are finally«turnet 
Into the treasiirv, some idea of the 
proficiency of these experts can 
be 


gained, especially •when, we bear in 
mind that these notes arooften so w orn 
;hat the imprint on them can scarcel; 
De deciphered. It not infrequently hap- 
pens that the^e bad notes lire de.tectec 
,imply by the feel of them, which, in 
'some cases, is reallj the only way o

i note as to mislead even an expert, i 
,snext to impossible-for him to counter

Gold Seekers WU1 See Them Be 


Route to the Klondike.

Along- the coast of southern Alask 


dwell some very queer aborigines, a 
gold seekers flockimr to the Klondik 
region will surely discover. They d 
the most ot the freighting- across tlw 
passes into the interior, carrying: load 
on their backs, but their population dur- 
ing many centuries has been so shurf 
away from other tribes by giganti 
ranges of snow clad mountains tha 
they have developed a peculiar cultur 
and customs unknown anywhere else 
Hence the exceptional \alue of a mono 
graph about them prepared by Dr 
Franz Boa,s, a disting uished ethologisf 
which is to be published shortly by th 
National museum. 
, 


These natives may be said to liv 


largely in a world of imagination, inas- 
much as their customs and habits o 
living are based to a great extent upor 
id>eas and beliefs -wholly supernatural 
Creation, from their point of view, i 
peopled by strange monsters and de- 
mons, which, while, morally hostile tt 
man, may be rendered friendly and eve* 
helpful with the aid) of certaid cere' 
menials of a quasi religious character 


For example the most important o 


these monsters is a serpent which'has 
a bead at each end of its body and e 
human head in the middle. To touc! 
this strange monster these natives be 
lieve is death, all the joints of the vie 
tim becoming dislocated, but speciallj 
favored individuals are enabled to per 
form wonderful feats by wearing- a 
belt of its skin, while its eyes, used a 
sling stones, will kill any animal, even 
whales. Another of these fabulous be- 
inigs is a wild woman who lives in, th< 
woods. She has enormous breasts, an<? 
carries a basket, into which she put. 
children whom she steals for the pur 
pose of eating-. 


One of the most remarkable of thi 


festivals celebrated by the Indians is 
a carnival of ghosts, which is held each 
winter. It seems •*•« be derived from o 
tradition' that tells of a journey made 
by i^n adventurous individual to a regiori 
•beneath the earth, inhabited by phau 
toms. The celebration itself is a mimic 
representation of the visit to Hade; 
aforesaid, and the performer who rep* 
resents the submundane traveler wears 
a necklace and headdress set round with 
skulls. 


Cannibalism is very conspicuous in 


the myths current among these people 
who have themselves been., eaters o: 
human flesh up to a recent period. In 
deed, though the whites are supposet 
to have put a stop to such practices) ii 
would seem that secret indulgence in 
them has not been wholly done away 
with. 


Quite a number of strange demons 


are worshipped as guardian spirits— 
among them a cannibal demon that lives 
on the mountains and is always en- 
g-agcd in the pursuit of human beings 
for his table. The -smoke of his chimne.y 
is the color of blood, and'he has a fe- 
male slave who gets food for him by 
catching men and collecting corpses. 
In his house is a fabulous bird, with an 
immensely long beak, which lives on 
the brains of persrm* vi hose skulls it 
fractures with its bill. Anybody whc 
is so unfortunate as to encounter the 
cannibal spirit may be transformed 
into a grizzly bear. On the other hand 
if he can please tiie demon, he may ob- 
taJT power to handle fii e without being 
burned. 


Another guardian spirit is a fearsome 


warrior who lives in the far north. He 
travels constantly, and never leaves his 
canoe. By obtaining his protection a 
man may become invulnerable, or he 
maj acquire power to catch the invisi 
ble disease demon. This demon is at 
all time flying abwut in the air in the 
form of a worm. Thefortunate protege 
of the- wat rior spirit catching the worm 
can throw it into the body of an enemy, 
who vviill d ie at once. The. suggestion 
of the modern germ theory of disease 
contained in this belief is quite interest- 
ing. 
Not to be neglected among the 


guardian spirits are certain, ghosts, 
which bestow the power or returning 
to life after death.

Grandeur to Ple*nc Hid People. 


Tlie French, people tove show, and 


they expect their president to sur- 
round himself -with as. much grandeur 
as the poteatates of other European na- 
tions. He is, therefore, pitied against 
Emperor William, w ho, from all sources, 
has $3,000,000 a year; the c/ar ol Rus- 
sia, who has treble that amount, and 
Emperor Franz Joseph, who has $5,- 
300,000. The French president must 
rive a certain, number of receptions, 
balls and dinner parties, and whenever 
a, visiting1 monarch comes to Paris he 
tnust entertain him and his suite with 
the same outward dignity and' state 
that ome sovereign shows another. 


In theory "the president is main- 


tained by the government. That is, he 
Is lodged, rent free in the Elysee; he 
enjoys the produce of the; splendid 
kitchen gardens and conservatories at 
Versailles and Fontainebleau; he has 
th* right to shoot and humt im the state 
forests,, and these also supply ..he palace 
with wood and charcoal; the palace is 
lighted by the state, and a laundry is 
maintained irrespective of the presi- 
dent's income. The fctate allows him 
three horses, tut there are never less 
Chan 12 in the stables. 


The palace, servants are paid by the 


state, but they are, only equal to car- 
Ing- for the wants of the regular house- 
hold. Whenever a ball or banquet is 
given from 30 to 40 extra helpers are 
hired, and thisall comes outof the presi- 
dential purse. Mme. Mauire/it is said, 
spends every cent of her husband's sala- 
ry during1 the Paris season of six months 
on matters pertaining-to the household. 
The butcher's bill alone amounts to 
$£00, or 1.000 francs, a week, and the 
other erpcT.ses are proportionately

The New Adjutant General of the 


United Stntcs Army. 


Gen. Samuel Breck, who has been ap 


pointed adjutant general of the army 
to succeed Gen. Kuggles, has had a dis 
tinguisbed career, lie has had 42 years 
of service, and his new honor comes tc 
him only a few months before hi.1 
retirement by operation of law.i HE 
will retire for age next February. Gen\ 
Breck was born in Middleborough 
Mass., February 25, 1834. He was ap 
pointed a cadet at the military acad- 
emy July 1, 1851, and was graduateo 
four years later and made second lieu-

He -was assistant adjutant gen- 
eral of Gen. McDowell's division. Army 
of the Potomac, in the defenses oi 
Washington. After active service in the 
field he was made assistant in the ad- 
jutant general's office in 1862. He waa 
twice brevetted during- the war, first 
as lieutenant colonel in 1864 and ae 
colonel and brigadier general in 1865. 
Prom 1870 to 1876 he served as adjutant 
general of the division' of the Pacific 
afSffn^Ffancisco. 
He also served in 


the department "of Dakota and the de- 
partment of the Platte. He returned to 
Washington in 1889 to act as assistant 
to the adjutant general. He served aa 
adjutant, general of tbe department of 
the east from 1893 to 1895. When Gen. 
Miles waa made commander of thearrny 
3en. Breck was assigned' to duty a* 
adjutant general with headquarters of 
the army in the^nation's capital.
